Experimental mice have been telling us this 
for years, but pot-smoking humans didn’t want 
to believe it could happen to them: Compared 
with a person who never smoked marijuana, 
someone who uses marijuana regularly has, on 
average, less gray matter in his orbital frontal 
cortex, a region that is a key node in the brain’s 
reward, motivation, decision-making and ad- 
dictive behaviors network. 

More ambiguously in regular pot smokers, 
that region is better connected than it is in 
non-users: The flow of signal traffic is speedier 
to other parts of that motivation and decision- 
making network, including across the super- 
highway of “white matter” that connects the 
brain’s hemispheres. 

The researchers who conducted the study 
speculate that the orbital frontal cortex’s 


greater level of “connectedness”— which is 
especially pronounced in people who started 
smoking pot early in life— may be the brain’s 
way of compensating for the region’s under- 
performing gray matter. Whether these 
“complex neuroadaptive processes” reverse 
themselves when marijuana use stops is an im- 
portant unanswered question, they added. 

The new findings, reported Monday in the 
journal PNAS, confirm findings about chronic 
marijuana use from rodents. But scientific evi- 
dence in humans has been more mixed. 

Even now, however, the authors of the 
study acknowledge that they cannot discern 
whether a pot smoker’s smaller orbital fron- 
tal cortex is the cause or the result of chronic 
marijuana use. A 2012 study found that sub- 
jects with a smaller orbital frontal cortex at 
age 12 were more likely to start using mari- 


juana by age 16, suggesting that deficits in 
this crucial region may predispose one to 
substance-abuse behaviors. 

This study, conducted by researchers from 
the University of Texas’ Center for Brain 
Health and the Albuquerque, N.M.-based 
Mind Research Network, did not follow sub- 
jects over time, so it is at a disadvantage in 
showing cause and effect. Instead, it compared 
48 “chronic” marijuana users (at least four 
times a week over the past six months) with 62 
non-using control subjects who were matched 
for age and gender with the using group. Sub- 
jects were an average age of 28 to 30 years old. 

Researchers noted that the IQ of the mari- 
juana-using group was significantly lower than 
that of the non-using group— not a finding of 
the study but an incidental factor that might 
be indirectly linked to marijuana use.

Ferguson braces for grand 
jury decision, new protests 


Tensions were building in the St. Louis suburb 
of Ferguson, Mo., on Monday as the commu- 
nity girded for a looming decision by a grand 
jury over whether to indict the white police 
officer who fatally shot an unarmed black 
teen in August. 

The shooting sparked weeks of racial un- 
rest and ongoing demonstrations, and some 
groups have threatened widespread protests 
if Ferguson police officer Darren Wilson is 
not charged with a crime for shooting 1 8 -year- 


old Michael Brown to death. 

Ed Magee, spokesman for the St. Louis 
County Prosecutor’s Office, said Monday a 
grand jury announcement was not expected 
until mid- or late November. There is wide- 
spread expectation the grand jury will not 
indict Wilson. 

Some businesses have boarded up windows 
and made contingency plans for how to pro- 
tect themselves and their property if protests 
ignite into violence and destruction.

Chicago has a rich hoops tradition. Even the 
midmajor teams have made contributions to 
college basketball history 

Loyola captured the state’s only national 
title in 1963; that team was also ahead of the 
country in regard to civil rights. DePaul went 
to a Final Four in 1979 and was an NCAA 
tournament fixture in the 1980s.

Abreu named A.L. 
Rookie of the Year

Chicago White Sox slugger Jose Abreu was 
named the unanimous winner of the 2014 
American League Rookie of the Year award 
Monday by the Baseball Writers Association 
of America. 

Abreu swept all 30 first-place votes (150 
points). Los Angeles Angels pitcher Matt Shoe- 
maker finished second with 12 second-place 
votes and four third-place votes (40 points). 

The 27-year-old Cuban first baseman hit .317 
with 35 doubles, 36 homers and 107 RBIs last 


season in 145 games. Abreu sported a .581 slug- 
ging percentage and a .383 on-base percentage. 

Abreu previously was honored as the 
American League Sporting News Rookie 
of the Year. He set a franchise rookie record 
with his 36 home runs, breaking Ron Kittle’s 
first-year mark in 1983. 

Last season, Abreu became the first rookie 
in major-league history to finish among the 
top five in each Triple Crown category 

He also previously was named the Players 
Choice American League Outstanding Rookie.
